Only One Survivor. 


In the dim light of the early morning he 
discovered a man motioning feebly for them 
to come to him. The man was clinging to 
an improvised raft and was nearly exhaust- 
ed. He was taken to the station, cared 
for, and put to bed. He was not able to 
make a report until this evening. 

While patrolling the shore this morning 
the men found two bodies, one of a negro 
about 22 years old, the other a Swede about 
50 years old. They were taken charge of 
by Coroner Vanderlinde. Other bodies have 
since been found. 

The shore is strewn. with wreckage fora 
long Wistance and the beach has been 
thronged by thousands all day, who have 
picked up and carried away all the souven- 
irs they could find. 

This evening the sole survivor of the 
tragedy was able to talk and in‘the presence 
of Justice Peter W. Losby made a sworn 
statement of the disaster. He said his 
name is Frank Delach, but he did not know 
the names of any of the others on the boa: 
save he thought the name of the Captain 
was Duncan Corbett. They left Ludington 
at 5 p. m. Friday, and almost immediately 
ran into a big sea. The first they saw of 
land was Little Au Sauble. 

, Captain Drinking Hard. 


The Captain was drinking hard, and so 
was the mate and a sailor by the name of 
Fred. The boat began leaking badly, and 
soon all hands had to goto the pumps. On 
Saturday they tried to get the Captain to 
be@ch the schooner, but he refused and 
treated them very roughly. 

They came. in sight of the piers here late 
in the afternoon,’ but the Captain did not 
know where he was. Delach and his watch 
partner made out after awhile that it was 
Muskegon. The Captain refused to enter, 
saying he did not know what the water was, 
and went to anchor after flying a signal for 
a tug. No tug coming, he decided to stay 
where he was, against the protests of De- 
lach, who said they would go to pieces, as 
the boat was none too stout. 

The Captain kept on drinking and refused 
to allow the men to signal for help of any 
kind. He locked up the torches and struck 
down a lantern which Delach tried to flash. 
‘The men finally became desperate and 
slipped the cables of the big anchor. As the 
Captain heard the noise he went aft and pro- 
vided himself, mate, and the sailor Fred 
with life preservers. The four men forward 
did the same, and all went into the rigging. 

Collapse of the Vessel. 


The port anchor, a small one, was not 
heavy enough to keep the boat and she be- 
gan dragging towards the shore. After go- 
ing a little distance the boat suddenly ‘listed 
to port, and as she did so the foremast 
snapped. The main and mizzen masts fol- 
lowed in a moment, and the upper works of

during the day. The police received this 
order early in the afternoon, and put it in 
effect at once, and the work stopped. 

It did not stay stopped many hours, how- 
ever, for at 9 o’clock last evening the men 
were again at work. Again the police were 
¢alled upon, this time by a member of the 
Improvement Association, andi asked to en- 
force the order Commisstener Downey had 
given. The Sergeant in charge of the sta- 
tion in the evening had not noticed the order 
recorded in the day time, and when his at- 
tention was called to it the work was stopped 
again. 

J. H. Strong, No. 2528 Indiana avenue, is 
President of the Improvement. Association, 
and he was the chief mover in the matter 
yesterday. He did not disguise his feelings 
in the matter, but said plainly he believed ‘t 
was an attempt on the part of the company 
to steal the street for a trolley line. 

Officials of the company give another ex* 
planation of the work that was being done 
in Indiana avenue yesterday. Supt. Menard 
K. Bowen said last evening that the cable 
being laid in Indiana avenue was to be used 
as a return circuit to carry back to the 
power-house currents that had done service 
on the cross-town lines. Their purpose, he 
said, was to protect the water and gas pipes 
in the streets where trolley lines are oper- 
ated from the effects of currents discharged 
into the soil. 

‘Tf we should ever get a majority frontage 
in Indiana avenue for a trolley line there,” 
said Mr. Bowen, “‘ we could use these same 
cables to return that current to the power- 
house. But we are not laying it particularly 
with that end in view. Wherever we tear 
up north and south lines now we put in those 
eables to’ tap the cross-town currents and 
serve as return circuits. That work has al- 
ready been done on State street, where we 
laid four cables. 

“I suppose those Indiana avenue people 
are scared again. They are always scared 
if we begin. making repairs or improve- 
ments of any sort in that street. We had 
to repair the tracks there and are welding 
the rails together at the joints, as we are 
doing on all our lines. This made it a good 
We have 
the cables laid: from Thirty-ninth street up 
to Twenty-sixth street already and had met 
with no opposition until today.”

RELIEVE TREASURY OF ITS BURDEN. 


. New York Banks Contemplate an Early 


Resumption of Specie Payments, 
Suspended in February, 1802. 


New York, Nov. 8—[Special.}—The banks 
are contemplating the resumption of specie 
payments, which they suspended in Febru- 
ary, 1892, by refusing to supply gold for 
export and for the payment of | govern- 
ment dues. That action threw the burden 
of supplying gold upon the Treasury, and 
eventually forced the issues of bonds by 
the government which aroused so much 
complaint. 

Since the election the metal has been com- 
ing into the banks in such a flood they see 
their way clear to what can be termed the 
resumption of specie. payments. 

By the payment of balances at the clear- 
ing-house in clearing-house certificates for 
gold, as the Subtreasury is a member of the 
clearing-house, gold will flow into the gov- 
ernment vaults when the Subtreasury is a 
creditor of the clearing-house. By this ac- 
tion of the banks the metal will also be put 
into circulation, and no reason whatever 
will exist for hoarding it. They will also 
resume the task of supplying gold for ex-

MANIACS TERRORIZE A HOUSEHOLD 


Amelia and Emma Lang Become De- 
mented and Imprison Their Mother 
Before Taken into Custody.

Two demented women robed only in their 
night gowns stood on the front steps of 
Mrs. Amelia Lang’s home, No. 277 Larrabee 
street, for an hour last night and harangued 
a wondering crowd of several hundred peo- 
ple. They were her daughters, Emma and 
Amelia Lang. Early Sunday morning the 
two daughters entered the dining-room of 
their heme, armed with pokers and shovels. 
They confronted the startled mother and 
her young nephew and niece, the children of 
Theodore Lang, and forced them to be 
seated in three chairs Mned against the 
wall. There, for nearly twelve hours, they 
kept watch over their terrified prisoners, 
not permitting them to eat or even change 
their positions. At 8 o’clock, 7-year-old 
Johnny Lang managed to elude his demented 
Keepers and ran to Zindt’s drug store, where 
he told what was transpiring in his aunt’s 
home. The druggist telephoned to the 
child’s father, who hastened to the scene. 
There he found the street blocked with a 
great crowd of excited neighbors, watching 
the two Lang women, who, from the front 
porch, were exhorting the throng to rejoice 
that anarchy had been overthrown and their 
country saved. They were clad in fluttering 
night robes; and though palsied by the cold, 
refused to return to the house. Affer plead- 
ing with them for half an hour their brother 
induced Amelia to go indoors. But when he 
turned to Emma, her sister, dashed by him 
and ran down the street, praying loudly. 
Finally the two maniacs were captured and 
the crowd which had gathered was dispersed 
by policemen from the Larrabee-Street Sta- 
tion.

It Will Be Presented at New York After 
a London Success. 

New York, Nov. 8.—[Special.J—TIhe only 
dramatic novelty of the coming week in 
New York is one which promises to be one 
of the chief dramatic events of the season, 
the production at the Knickerbocker of 
‘The Sign of The Cross,’’ a religious melo- 
drama. Its authorship is claimed by Wil- 
son Barrett, and his first test of the work 
was made rather obscurely and unpromis:- 
ingly in this country.

exhibit. The show will be the society event 
of the fall, and the upper ten and several 
others will, no doubt, be on hand early and 
often. 
‘Preparations for the floral display are be- 
ing actively pushed. The decorations were 
far advanced when Supt. Willis N. Rudd 
dismissed his employés last evening. Smilax 
from the sunny Southiand.was everywhere.

The tenth anniversary of the execution 


of A. Spies, A. R. Parsons, A. Fischer, and 


G. Engel, on Nov. 9, 1886, was commemorat- 
ed yesterday, the Sunday nearest the date 
of their execution, by the forty-two unions 
which are represented in the Central Labor 
Union, the central organization of the local 
German labor unions.

Democrats of That State Reported to 
Favor Sound Money Man for Senater. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Nov. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
overwhelming defeat of Bryan and free sil- 
ver last Tuesday promises to have an im- 
portant bearing on the contest for the Unit- 
ed States Senatorship in this State. The 
Legislature which will elect Senator Wilkin- 
son Call’s successor was chosen at the State 
election Oct. 6, but will not convene until 
next April. It is known that the Legisla- 
ture is anti-Call, but it has been claimed that 
a majority of the members favored free sil- 
ver and that a Senator in harmony with the 
financial plank of the Chicago platform 
would be chosen. 

W. D. Chipley, President of the Pensacola 
and Atlantic railroad, the Florida branch of 
the Louisville and Nashville system, has the 
strongest individval following for the Senate 
and he fought for the gold standard before 
the Chicago convention. C. M. Cooper, pres- 
ent Congressman from the Jacksonville dis- 
trict; 8S.

Chief Justice George P. Raney are also un- 
understood to be in the race for the Senate, 
and each was a strong gold advocate before 
the Chicago convention.

NEWS GATHERERS COLLECT ELEC- 
TION RESULTS WITH SPEED. 


Chicago's Wide Area Covered Early in 
the Face of Formidable Obstacies— 
New York Hustlers See the Heels 
of Their Western Brethren—Details 
of the System Carried Out in This 
City—Active Brains and Nimble Fig- 
ures Achieve a Triumph. 


"The evenihg of election day will be a mem- 
orable occasion to the millions of persons 
who crowded the streets and public places 
of every city, town, and village in the United 
States, waiting with feverish anxiety for In- 
formation as to the outcome of the day’s 
struggle at the polls. And in all the country 
two great centers of humanity were watched 
for the earliest indications of the beats of the 
Nation's pulse. It was realized that in the 
two great cities, Chicago and New York, 

‘would be decided the trend of public opinion, 
'. and from the results of the election in these 
points could be gleaned an indication as to 
whether McKinley or Bryan would be suc- 
cessful. 

In both cities the demand for information 
was realized. In both great and powerful 
 ggencies were at work to secure the news, 

and in each hundreds of men were employed 

like stokers in a steamboat race, unseen by 
the crowd and unthought of, but digging 
out of masses of figures the results which 
were flashed far and wide by telegraph and 
announced to the country with almost incon- 
_eceivable speed. There was anh intense rivalry 
between the two great news centers, and 

Chicago scored a sweeping victory in the

Rush of Returns Begins. 2 

The polls in both cities closed at the same 
moment. In New York at 5 o'clock stand- 
ard time—in Chicago at 4 o’clock central

Following the First Precinct came four 
_ others in rapid succession, and two minutes 
after the first return was received the City 
Press Association of Chicago annvuunced 
a total on five precincts, and by 5:30 o’clock 
had given to the country returns on twenty 
precinsts while the Fourth of New York 
City was coming in. 

During the next hour and a quarter figures 
were collected and returned in such numbers 
that at 6:50_o’clock it was possible to make 
an estimate based on half the precincts in 
Chicago. This was done, and a bulletin was 
issued giving Maj. McKinley 60,000 majority. 

Remarkable as this work was, it was ex- 
ceeded three hours later, when every pre- 
cinct in Chicago had been -heard from, the 
Presidential vote tabulated, and the exact 
figures of Chicago’s sound money plurality 
sent broadcast. At this hour New York was 
struggling along with some 25v districts. — 

Glorious Victory for Chicago. 

It was a glorious victory for Chicago en- 
terprise and methods, and how it was 
brought about is an interesting story. Sys- 
tem, centralization, and division ef labor 
had their usual effect. By their use 1,009 pre- 
cincts in Cook County were handl with 
- more speed and certainty than under anti-

Chicago's voting precincts were growing 
in number, proportionately with the city’s 
growth, and the necessity of an improved 
system became apparent.

There were many difficulties in the way. 
An investigation made last spring of the 
methods in vogue in the various cities of 
the East showed that nothing in their meth- 
ods could be relied upon to bring about bet- 
ter results, Boston, Philadelphia, and Bal- 
timore used practically the same system it 
was found advisable to discard in Chicago, 
and they had no need for anything better.

Police Carry the Returns. 

At each precinct the usual force of two 
policemen was placed on duty, and when the 
» polls closed and th crowd thinned <ach 

officer went into service to aid in securing 
election figures. The officers were pro- 
vided with an envelope on which were 
printed explicit instructions over the signa- 
ture of Chief of Police Badenoch. In the 
envelope were three slips, one containing the 
names of the Presidential candiUates, the 
second those of the Gubernatorial and other 
State office nominees, and the third the 
mames of the candidates for county offices. 

As soon as the Presidential vote was count- 
ed one of the officers hastened to the nearest 
of the forty police stations, seldom more 
than a few blocks distant, and left his slip 
on which were noted the figures of the Pres- 
idential vote in the precinct. He returned to 
- Jhis polling-precinct, and on the completion of 
the. count for State officers took that to the 
police station. 

At the conclusion of the count the officer 
filled out the third section of his blank and 
took it to the City Hall. When the first re- 
turn reached the police station it was seized 
“by a waiting reporter and transmitted by 
telephone ta the association headquarters. 
Then the slip was handed to the desk ser- 
geant, carefully checked, and laid aside until 
others from different voting precincts in the 
vicinity, to the number of half a dozen, had 
arrived. Then a police officer detailed as a 
messenger was called, the returns were 
sealed in an envelope, and the messenger

In support of their opinion they point to the 
scores of the Illinois-Chicago game and the 
Illinois-Northwestern game. Chicago easily 
defeated Illinois 12 to 0 while Northwestern 
had to strain every nerve to win from the 
Same team by ascore of 10 to 4. But these 
men are not considering the difference in the 
circumstances of the two games. Chicago 
did not win from the same team that North- 
western beat last Saturday. Illinois men 
are a unit in declaring that Illinois never 
played such poor football as in the game 
with Chicago, while they are as united in 
their opinions of the excellence of the team’s 
work last Saturday. They say there was as 
much improvement in the team’s play be-

CYCLISTS FORM NEW ASSOCIATION. 


| Pa CaP KS 
Plan to Assist Work of Associated Cy- 
a . @eling Clubs. 

With the coming néw year an attempt will 
be made to set a plan before the wheelmen of 
Chicago at their annual meetings next month 
by which more good work can be accom- 
plished for the wheelmen of this city. : 

Delegate Stewart R. Brown of the Lake 
View Cycling clu’ “18 been in conference 
with several whe ‘n .of the North Side 
who favor a separate association for each 
side of the city and who intend to lay a plan 
before North Side wheelmen within the next 
month by which every wheelman a member 
of an organized club can be represented in 
the association. 

The Associated Cycling Clubs restricts 
membership to clubs having 100 members 
or over, thus barring out the greater part of 
wheelmen who are members of clubs of less 
number. : 

The Associated Cycling Clubs undertook 
at the beginning of the summer season just 
ended to control road racing in Chicago. 
They were successful in a measure; the 
South Side committee returned a report 
showing the Park Commissioners were de- 
termined to lessen as far as possible the 
number of boulevard road races, and re- 
fused permits for a number of races, but al- 
lowed any club, members of the association 
or not, to ask permits a week in advance, 
but did not discriminate against any club or 
set of clubs. The West-Siders met about 
the same opposition at the hands of their 
Commissioners, but the commission quickly 
remedied that evil by building the Garfield 
Park cement track. fie 

The North-Siders met the same opposition 
at first, but finally a plan was agreed upon 
by which the Lincoln Park Commissioners 
gave the cyclists exclusive control of racing 
on every alternate Saturday from June to 
October inclusive. This was the greatest 
concession made. , 

The intervening Saturday was given to 
clubs not members of the association, and 
by the number of races held on these inter- 
yening Saturdays one would be led to be- 
lieve that the greater part of the North Side 


*wheelmen do not belong to clubs holding 


membership in the Associated Cycling Clubs, 

The plan suggested is to form an associa- 
tion of North Side clubs, allowing clubs of 
twenty-five men or over to join, elect offi- 
cers, appoint committees in line with the 
present work of the Associated Cycling 
Clubs, adopt by-laws, and then let this sub- 
ordinate associaticn be represented in the 
association as héretofore. In this manner, 
if each side of the city would adopt the same 


| measure, each division of the city could ap- 


peal to its Park Board as representative 
wheelmen, representing at least nine-tenths 
auf its wheeling population, instead of one- 
tenth, as under present circumstances; they 
would then become a power with only the 
application. necessary to get much needy 
legislation and privileges. 

If the plan meets with favor the first work 


of the North Side Association will be to at- 


tempt to secure a bicycle race track, a dupli- 
cate of the one now in use at Garfield Park.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


City Collector Maas will begin suits tomorrow in 
Justice Everett’s court against the agents of all 
insurance companies who have not paid the 1 per 
cent Fire Department tax, brokers who are de- 
linquent on the $25 license fee, and agents who act 
es brokers and do not take out a license. From a 
list of the foreign companies doing an insurance 
business in Chicago in the hands of the Collector, 
it appears at nearly fifty companies have not 
made their returns. Two hundred and fifty brokers 
have paid the $25 license fee. Twelve brokers 
paid their license yesterday under protest and 
threaten to contest the suit, brought ggainst them 
to collect the amount. 

The ordinance requiring a broker to take out a 
license was passed in 18838, and the $25 fee was 
fixed by the ordinance passed last spring. The 
first ordinance is as follows: - 

‘*It shall not be lawful for any person to exer- 
cise within the city the business of money changer, 
banker, broker, or commission merchant, includ- 
ing that of merchandise, produce, or grain broker, 
rea! estate broker, and insurance broker, without a 
license therefor.’’ 

Several agents who do a brokerage business took 
out licenses yesterday. The following companies 
made returns:

The losses from fires causing a 
joss of less than $100,000 each aggregated $620,775.

The board 
believes it ought to be abolished. But,’’+he 
added, ‘there is no law against a person 
committing suicide. Stolen fruit is the 
sweetest, you know. Sterilized or unster- 
ilized, so long as human natire remains as 
it is, kissing one’s sweetheart will prevail, 
regardless of consequences or the edicts of 
Legislatures or State Boards of Health. 
But, seriously, kissing on the lips is a sub- 
ject for thoughtful consideration. Many 
cases are on record where it has resulted 
fatally, and our State Board has especially 
declared against it. Nothing is more tempt- 
ing to kiss than a little babe, yet many a one 
has been carried to the grave, the victim of 
diphtheria communtyated by a kiss.”

DOROTHEA CROUSE, AGED 9 YEARS, A MOST EXPENSIVE CHILD. 


Little Dorothea Edgarita ‘Crouse—who is 
9 years old and would rather be called 
‘‘ Dodie ’’ than all the rest of it—spends more 
money a year than the whole family of an 
average professional man in New York. 

Of course she does not spend it herself. A 
curly-headed little girl in the full enjoyment 
of her dolls has no time to go around spend- 
ing) $7,500 every year, but the referee ap- 
pointed for that purpose has reported that 
$7,500 is the proper annual allowance for this 
girl, who was not even known to be his 
daughter when Daniel Edgar Crouse died in 
Syracuse and left a fortune of $5,000,000, 

It would puzzle most people to spend $150 
a week on a 09-year-old child. Dolls, doll 
dishes, and doll’s clothes wouldnp’t take up 
any appreciable amount of it, and as for 
eating and clothes a twentieth part of the 
sum would pay for those in ordinary cases. 
This, however, is. no ordinary case. 

This is not a 9-year-old girl of dolls and doll 
dishes; a white-stockinged little girl with 


two “ pig tails ’’ to her shoulders; no, indeed, 
This is*a much more important young lady. 
Her expenses embrace salaries of a maid 
and ‘a governess; masters of German, 
French, Italian, music, and art; a laundress, 
cook, and other attendants and servan 

Dorothea Edgarita Crouse doesn’t know 
these are her attendants exactly. She calls 
the ‘house **‘ mamma's.” The cook and 
laundress also think “‘mamma”’ is their 
mistress; but they are wrong. 

It took threats of a lawsuit to bring the 
‘* next of kin "’ heirs of Millionaire Crouse to 
a compromise with the woman who could 
prove she was his wife, 

Eula H, Potulicka, who afterwards be- 
came Mrs. Kosterlitz, is the mother of the 
rich little girl. When Crouse was alive he 
passed for a bachelor, and not until this 
widow came forward with her lawyers and 
her documents, all in proper shape, was it 
known that the millionaire had a wife and 
ehild.

Board of Health have been promulgated 


| by triple publication in every county, it will 


be a $100 fine for kissing between sweet- 
hearts, wives, and husbands, women in the 
churches, or between teachers and pupils 
in the public schools. These rules apply only 
to a city or community where there is an 
outbreak of diphtheria, smallpox, scaniatina, 


. or other contagious disease. 


“Of course, the Health Board has no 
authority to restrict the conduct of people 
in places. where \the health is generally 
good,” said Secretary J. N. Hurty of the 
State Board, “ but when we have reports 
showing presence of contagious or infectious 
diseases, our rules can be enforced and ar- 
rests and punishment follow on all who re- 
fuse to observe them.”’ 

An engaged couple in Columbus, Ind., is 
down with diphtheria, the case being re- 
ported to the State Board a few days ago 
by the local officer at Columbus as an ex- 
ample of how the disease is often dissem- 
inated. The Columbus Official reported that 
“ Miss X,”’ a well known society girl, whose 
name is withheld as a professional secret by 
the State Board, was taken with diphtheria, 
and a few days later her affianced, who had 
been visiting her regularly, also succumbed 
to the disease. 

“He would be as well as I am today,” 
said Mr. Hurty, “if he had left off kissing 
his sweetheart a few days before she had 
taken the diphtheria germs into her mouth. 
Promiscuous osculation is one of the worst 
methods of propagating diseases which 
health boards have to combat.” \ 


Sentiment Not to Be Considered. 

“Do you contemplate starting a crusade 
against kissing?’ was asked of the official 
who, in addition to being a physician, isa 
skilled chemist and practical biologist. 

The doctor shrugged his shoulders and 
explained that as a health officer employed 
by the State to put down disease and guard 
against the spread of dangerous maladies, 
he was compelled to lay aside all sentimen- 
tality and insist on enforcing those sanitary 
measures Which all modern practitioners 
recognize as prophylactics and which the 
State law gives him power to enforce. 

‘“‘ How about sterilized kisses?"* was asked. 

“Ah!’ exclaimed the doctor, “there is 
the dream of sanitarians. Were it possible 


‘+o entirely disinfect the mouth, to carbolize. 


the mucous membrane, as it were, sterilized 
kisses might be possible. The secretions 
from the mouth are teeming with spores, 
millions of them, and many are poisonous. 
The poisonous diphtheritic germs multiply 
rapidly after the first seed has been deposit- 
ed. 1 fear we will never have sterilized 
kisses until the race has developed into a 
higher order of beings where the secretions 
will all be supplied with anti-toxin. prop- 
erties.’’ 

“ But can you enforce a law against kiss- 
ing ?"’ 
“Why not? When the people have be- 
come educated to the great danger the law 
will enforce itself. Our rules prohibit all 
contact with any one infected or supposed 
to be infected. Even handshaking is an 
illegal operation when the ban of the quar- 
antine is once placed on a house, neighbor- 
hood, or city. Suppose I rece:ve a report, 
as I did from Shelbyville the other day, that 
a case of diphtheria has broken out ina 
eertain school building. I order the school 
dismigsed at once, disinfected, and cleansed 
even to the books, slates, and pencils being 
used by the pupils. Then the children are 
not only sent home, but they must not run 
at large. The teacher must not come in 
contact with others, for we all know that 
teachers frequently kiss the Httle ones, help 
them on with their wraps, and s0 on. 
The kissing is strictly prohibited in the 
schools at all times, for no one can tell what 
child has contracted a sore throat, and by 
kissing the teacher she can transmit the 
disease all down the Jine in a short time. 
The infected children go home and their 
happy kisses give the disease to brothers 
and sisters. if the brothers and sisters are 
grown up and have sweethearts that night 
the sweethearts are infected, and unless 
methods are taken to stop the spread tn a 
short time there will be forty or fifty cases 
in the town and a dozen or more deaths. 
So you see that our rules against all contact 
among those who have been exposed are 
more common sense than at first suspected. 

’ Here the doctor cited the rules which pre- 
scribe how by permit of the proper author- 
ities physicians and those who have a right 


of the rest of kissing might be abolished 
gradually, and will be abolished as people 
learn that health is more than sentiment. 


FOOL KILLER IS BADLY NEEDED. 


Secretary Balser Says No Ordinary

cause of the tender emotions which prompt- 
ed persons to indulge in it, and was inclined. 
to the opinion that unless the foolkiller did 


his duty and disposed of those who could : 


not postpone their osculatory performances 
until a recovery from the dangerous disease 
was effected cases similar to the one re- 
ferred to would be heard of. He added that 
they are of such infrequent occurrence that 
boards of health have not deemed them of 


sufficient importance to call for official 
action.

This seems to indicate that the miners 
ought to have been well satisfied, but there 
was a serious drawback to their happiness. 
The African Gold Recoverin company, 
which controlled the Macarthur-Forrest 
Te ag in the South African Republic,

These payments varied with individuals, 
but they were so large that they amounted 
to millions of dollars every year, and it be- 
came a common saying in the Transvaal 
that the invention had benefited the in- 


ventors a great deal more than it had the 
miners, 


Oppression of the bbe by the Pat- 
entees. 

The miners made efforts to get reductions 
of the royalties, but no agreement was 
reached. Then they determined - to fight, 
and a peculiar feature of the Boer Repub- 
lic’s laws opened the way fora direct action. 
This was by an application to the Attorney- 
General to have the patent set aside be- 
cause of a lack of novelty. 


The Mivers Stand at Bay and Fight. 

The Attorney-General appointed James 
Hay to bring such action at the miners’ ex- 
pense in the High Court of Justice—the 
equivalent of our United States Supreme 
Court, and the court of last resort. It was 
asserted by the. miners that although the 
patentees of the cyanide process may have 
been original inventors, the chemical facts 
upon which it was founded were known 
long ago to the world, appearigg in chem- 
ical and other publications and mining 
works, and that any skilled m#tallurgist 
having this knowledge could do just what 
was claimed by them as new. Further, it 
was asserted that the same thing had actual- 
ly been done before, although not upon a 
large scale. Commissions were issued for 
the taking of testimony in the United States, 
Australia, New Zealand, and Bngland in the 
case, 

The most important field was in this coun- 
try, where Mr. Truslow was employed to 
find the evidence for the miners and Walter 
W. Williams for fhe patentees. Walter W. 
Edmunds of this city took the miners’ side 
of the testimony as Commissioner and Ed- 
ward Kent that for the patentees. 

Mr. Truslow began his work a year and 
a half ago, and it led him to examine al- 
most every chemist of note, every college or 
public library, and to look into all sorts of 
trades where gold is used for evidences of 
what he knew was true. One curious in- 
stance will show how difficult was the work 
of getting testimony. One of his assistants 
in this work was Prof. Henry Wurtz of this 
city. / 

Wurtz,.the Original Discover of the 
Process. 

Mr. Wurtz was positive that he himself 
had had knowledge of the main facts years 
before, but he could not place the time nor 
the way in which this could be proved. One 
day, while he was searching the libraries 
for general facts, and near the end of the 
work, he came upon a copy of the American 
Journal of Science and Arts, published in 
New Haven in 1806, and there, in an article 
written by himself, was a statement which 
covered the whole matter. Up in the Astor 
Library was found much which bore upon 
the matter, and many of these books 
could not be duplicated and none borrowed. 
photographs of the needed pages were made. 
This work alone cost $1,500. Many experts 
were examined on both. sides. 

Rossiter W. Raymond was on the witness 
stand for twenty days for Mr. Truslow’s 
side. It was shown by hits testimony and 
that of William H. Adams, John Williams, 
Henry Wurtz, and others that the process 
had actually been used in places here, and in 
one instance a quarter of a ton of ore had 
been so treated in 1885. The process was not 
needed here at that time, because most of 
our gold is coarse enough to work by the 
cheaper quicksilver method. 

Since that time, however, fine-grain ore. 
has been found, and it is said that there is 
much of it in the country. The Mercur 
mine of Utah uses the Macarthur-Forrest 
process, and was sued by them awhile ago; 
but it made a settlement privately. 

The hearings in this country were finished 
in September, 1895, and the testimony and 
exhibits were put in a tin-lined box, and 
this was sent as a registered letter by ma!] 
to Pretoria. 
letter ever sent through the United States 
mail. The package was as big as an ordi- 
nary dry goods case..and the postage was 
$187. It went from the New York Postoftice. 
The biggest letter before that had cost about 
$40 postage. The case was heard by the 
High Court of Justice at Pretoria just be- 
fore Jamieson’s .raid. in December of last 
year. As far as the South African gold 
fields are concerned the decision throws the 
process open to the public. 


Result of the Consequences. 

It had been attacked and the patents over- 
thrown in Austria, and the belief of the op- 
posing lawyers now is that nowhere in the 
world will the users of the process continue 
to pay royalties, but will fight and over- 
throw the patents everywhere. This means 
much to the gold miner, and probably will 
result in immense additions to the world's 
stock of gold within a few years. m

New York World: Here is the story of 
the election as figures from the last United 
States census tell it. In round number-> 
twenty-five States with a population of 
45,500,000 voted for McKinley and twenty 
States with a population of 25,000,000 voted 
for Bryan; in other words, almost two- 
thirds of the population are in States that 
repudiated free silver. The total industriai 
wealth of these twenty-five McKinley States 
ic $47,384, 717,076, while the twent y Bryan 
States have but $16,680,384,984; er about 
one-third as much; an average of $834,019,- 
249, to the McKinley States’ average of $1,- 
$95,388,719, more than twice as much, 

Rut when educational statistics are taken 
then is the contrast best shown, pe rhaps. 
Tust 22 per cent of the silver States’ popula- 
tion is illiterate (unable to read or write), 
while but 7.5 per cent of sound money 
States’ population is thus deficient. Briefly, 
there ‘are three times as many illiterates in 
the silver States as in sound money States. 
Figured out, though the McKinley States 
are nearly twice as populous, they contain 
but 8)406,975 illiterates to 5,485,215 in the 
3ryan States. One or two of the McKinley 
States may yet be transferred to the Bryan 
column. Ir so, it Would oniy serve to make
